ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1913. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Failsworth  Urban 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting1  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  for  1913  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District, 
together  with  the  efforts  of  the  Sanitary  staff  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease  and  to  keep  in  order  and  improve  the  condition  of  the  district 
from  a public  health  standpoint. 

I took  up  my  duties  in  June,  1913,  following  upon  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  G.  Taylor. 

The  information  contained  in  the  Report  is  that  required  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers’  Order  of  December,  1910,  and  by  the  Memorandum  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  preparation  of  Annual  Reports. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Failsworth  is  a compact  Urban  District  of  1072  acres,  of  which  9 
acres  are  covered  with  water,  and  is  situated  between  the  City  of 
Manchester  on  the  south-west,  and  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham  on 
the  north-east.  It  forms  a connecting  link  between  the  two  places,  the 
houses  in  the  district  being  contiguous  with  both  city  and  town. 
Its  lateral  boundaries  on  the  north-west  again  include  the  City  of 
Manchester  and  also  the  Chadderton  Urban  District,  and  on  the  south- 
east the  Limehurst  Rural  and  Droylsden  Urban  Districts. 

There  is  a gradual  rise  from  286  feet  above  sea  level  at  the 
Manchester  extremity  to  354  feet  above  sea  level  at  the  Oldham 
extremity. 
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The  district  is  divided  into  two  Wards— the  Lower  near  Manchester, 
and  Higher  nearer  Oldham.  This  division  is  effected  by  the  Rochdale 
Canal,  which  passes  through  the  district. 

The  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  passes  through  the  district, 
there  being  one  passenger  station.  A double  line  of  tramways  runs 
along  Oldham  Road,  a good  service  of  cars  being  run  to  Manchester  and 
Oldham.  The  tramways  are  leased  to  the  Manchester  Corporation. 
Water  traffic  is  also  carried  on  by  means  of  the  Rochdale  Canal,  and  the 
Hollinwood  branch  of  the  Great  Central  Railway  Company’s  Canal. 

The  sub-soil  is  chiefly  clay,  with  sand  and  gravel  in  places  over-lying 
the  coal  measures. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS,  ETC. 

The  district  is  entirely  industrial,  the  staple  industry  being  cotton 
spinning  and  manufacturing.  Other  industries  comprise  ironworks, 
electrical  and  engineering  works,  rubber  works,  felt-hat  making,  silk 
weaving,  brickworks,  laundries,  and  a tannery. 

There  are  no  collieries  situated  in  the  district,  but  the  district  is 
undermined  by  workings  of  adjacent  collieries.  A large  number  of 
miners  reside  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  Poor  Law  Relief  was  granted  to  the  amount  of 
^445  gs.  id.  For  Poor  Law  purposes  Failsworth  fo/ms  part  of  the 
Prestwich  Union. 

The  general  conditions  of  the  population  seem  very  good,  unemploy- 
ment being  practically  unknown. 

We  have  no  infirmary  or  district  hospital,  advantage  being  taken  of 
the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  and  Hospitals,  and  of  the  Oldham  Royal 
Infirmary.  For  accidents  and  for  medical,  surgical,  and  gymecological 
cases,  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  and  Hospitals,  and  the  Oldham 
Royal  Infirmary,  receive  a good  number  of  patients  from  the  district. 
The  Council  support  these  institutions  by  annual  subscriptions. 

The  Council  maintain  a horse  ambulance  van  for  the  removal  of 
cases  of  accident,  which  can  also  be  used  for  private  cases  of  sickness  on 
payment  of  fixed  charges. 

A public  mortuary  is  erected  in  the  yard  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices. 
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No  gratuitous  medical  relief,  beyond  the  Poor  Law,  is  instituted  in 
tlie  district.  The  services  of  a trained  nurse  are  provided  lor  the 
district  by  public  subscriptions. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  tgn  census  was  15,998.  I he  estimated 
population  at  the  middle  of  1913  was  16,400.  1 he  estimated  population 

in  each  Ward  was: — Higher  Ward  9,300,  and  in  the  Lower  Ward 
7,100. 

Density.  The  average  density  is  equal  to  15*3  persons  to  the  acre. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  obtains  its  water  supply  mainly  from  the  Oldham 
Corporation,  which  is  obtained  from  moorland  gathering  grounds,  and 
is  procured  within  ten  miles  of  the  district.  No  cases  ol  lead  poisoning 
have  occurred. 

Some  113  houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  and  adjoining  the 
Manchester  boundary,  are  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Oldham  Corporation. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  Medlock  adjoins  the  Sewage  Works,  and  receives  the 
sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  south-east  border  of  the  district. 
The  sewage  effluent  has  satisfied  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Com- 
mittee. On  the  opposite  boundary  of  the  district  is  the  Moston  Brook, 
which  flows  into  the  river  Irk.  No  complaints  have  been  made  of  this 
brook  during  the  year.  A smaller  brook,  named  Lord’s  Brook,  flows 
into  the  Medlock.  and  another  small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery. 

STREETS. 

The  surfaces  of  many  streets  and  back  passages  are  not  properly 
made,  and  the  condition  of  these,  particularly  in  wet  weather,  is  most 
unsatisfactory.  Attempts  are  made  in  winter  to  repair  the  surfaces  with 
engine  ashes.  During  the  year  the  making-up  of  the  surfaces  of  6 streets 
and  4 back  passages  in  the  Lower  Ward  were  completed,  and  a further 
batch  of  8 streets  and  3 back  passages  in  the  Higher  Ward  is  being 
dealt  with.  The  scavenging  of  the  main  road,  secondary  roads,  and 
other  streets  cleansed  by  the  Council,  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor,  being  generally  done  during  the  night 
or  early  morning  ; but  the  enormous  amount  of  fast-moving  traffic  which 
passes  along  Oldham  Road  causes  much  trouble  from  the  dust  nuisance 
in  the  summer  months. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  smoke  01  watei  test  is  applied  to  all  drains  before  being 
covered  in. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most  of 
the  storm  water  finds  its  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically 
flushed  by  water-carts,  and  ate  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings. 
House  drains  are  well  trapped,  and  soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated. 
The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works. 

Treatment  of  Sewage  at  Disposal  Works.— The  dry-weather 
flow  of  sewage  is  501,540  gallons.  The  sewage  enters  the  works 
through  a cast-iron  main,  3 feet  in  diameter,  and  passes  over  a water- 
wheel, which  breaks  up  the  solids,  and  at  the  same  time  works  a lime 
mixer.  The  crude  sewage  is  now  treated  with  lime  and  ferrous  sulphate, 
and  passes  through  two  detritus  tanks,  on  through  six  upward  flow 
tanks  to  two  settling  tanks,  after  which  it  flows  into  eight  sprinkler 
filters,  the  effluent  being  subjected  to  humus  tanks  and  strainer  filters 
before  being  discharged  into  the  river  Medlock.  An  additional  sprinkler 
filter  was  completed  during  the  year. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  manual  and  team 
labour,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  emptying 
of  pails  and  privies  is  carried  out  during  the  night  from  May  to  October. 
One  of  the  principal  needs  of  the  district  is  the  conversion  of  pails  and 
privies  to  clean-water  closets.  The  adoption  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907,  which  came  into  operation  in  March,  1913,  will 
facilitate  this  work.  During  the  year  notices  were  served  to  convert  63 
pails  and  88  privies,  and  on  the  default  of  the  owners  the  Council  decided 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  work,  and  a contract  has  been  accepted  and 
the  work  is  now  in  progress.  The  provision  of  portable  metal  ashbins 
for  fixed  ashpits  would  facilitate  removal  and  prevent  accumulation,  and 
when  conversions  are  being  made  efforts  are  made  to  get  ashpits  and 
middens  abolished  and  portable  metal  ashbins  provided.  There  are  a 
good  number  of  wood  ashbins  in  the  district,  but  metal  receptacles  are 
more  sanitary  and  last  longer. 

The  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  by  tips,  two  being  in 
use.  The  one  in  Morton  Street  is  used  for  dry  refuse  only,  and  the  one 
at  Hardman  Fold  Farm  for  both  dry  refuse  and  nightsoil,  the  latter  being 
mixed  with  dry  refuse  and  buried  in  the  tip,  a man  is  employed  on  the 
tip  for  this  purpose. 
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This  method  of  disposal  is  not  sanitary,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
conversion  of  pails  and  privies,  and  incineration  ol  house  refuse  in  a 
reliable  and  up-to-date  refuse  destructor,  is  the  best  means  of  disposal. 
The  Council  have  purchased  a site  for  the  erection  of  such  works.

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  there  were  6 elementary  day  schools — Mather 
Street  Council  School,  Oldham  Road  Council  School,  Old  Wrigley  Head 
Council  School,  St.  John’s  School  and  Holy  Trinity  School  (both 
National),  and  St.  Mary’s  (Roman  Catholic).  One  new  Council  school 
has  been  erected  and  will  be  opened  on  the  5th  January,  1914,  when 
Oldham  Road  Council  School  and  Old  Wrigley  Head  Council  School 
will  be  discontinued.  All  the  schools  are  supplied  with  town’s  watef, 
and,  with  one  exception,  are  provided  with  closets  on  the  water-carriage 
system. 
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BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year 
was  401  (males  199,  females  202),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  24-45  Per  1,000 
of  the  population.  To  these  births  have  to  be  added  3 which  occurred 
outside  the  district,  making  a total  of  404  (males  201,  females  203), 
giving  a corrected  birth-rate  of  24*63  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  births  registered  in  each  Ward  were: — Higher  Ward  238 
(males  121,  females  117),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  25-59  per  1,000,  and  in 
the  Lower  Ward  163  (males  78,  females  85),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of 
22-95  Per  1 ,°°°- 

The  average  birth-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  27-43. 

Of  the  total  births  for  the  district,  15  (males  5,  females  10)  were 
illegitimate  (10  in  the  Higher  Ward  and  5 in  the  Lower  Ward). 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Failsworth  during  the  year  was 
210  (males  114,  females  96),  corresponding  to  a death-rate  of  12-8  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  No  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  of  non- 
residents, and  particulars  were  received  of  the  deaths  of  23  (males  14, 
females  9)  Failsworth  residents  in  other  districts,  therefore  the  total 
number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  was  233  (males  128,  females 
105),  giving  a corrected  death-rate  of  14*20  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  15-7.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  of  infants  under  one  year  was  42 
(males  30,  females  12),  giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  1047  per  1,000 
births  registered  in  the  district.  Two  deaths  of  Failsworth  infants 
occurred  in  other  districts,  making  a total  for  the  district  of  44  (males  31, 
females  13),  and  giving  a corrected  infantile  death-rate  of  108*91  per 
1,000  births  belonging  to  the  district.  There  were  2 deaths  of  illegitimate 
infants. 

The  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  each  Ward  were  : — Higher 
Ward  27  (males  18,  females  9),  equal  to  an  infantile  death-rate  of  ii3'4 
per  1,000  births,  in  the  Lower  Ward  1 7 (males  13,  females  4),  equal  to 
an  infantile  death-rate  of  104*3  per  1,000  births. 

The  average  infantile  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was 
140*4  per  1,000.

(1)  I am  now  fairly  well  established,  and  my  mission  in  the  district 
more  fully  understood  and  much  better  appreciated. 

(2)  I have  found  several  cases  requiring  medical  treatment,  and 
have  advised  the  parents  what  course  to  take  ; also  my  opinion  of 
children  from  1 to  5 years  of  age.  In  some  instances  I have  found  weak 
eyes,  defective  breathing,  sore  heads,  etc.,  and  1 case  of  pemphigus 
which  was  being  carried  from  one  baby  to  another. 

(3)  In  many  cases  a much  higher  standard  of  cleanliness  is  obtained, 
mainly  through  my  persuasion  and  the  strict  vigilance  I keep  over  those 
who  lack  in  keeping  their  homes  clean. 

(4)  Several  cases  of  nuisances  and  defects  have  come  under  my 
notice,  the  same  were  duly  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  ; also  a 
few  cases  of  children  not  attending  school,  these  were  also  handed  over 
to  the  School  Attendance  Officer.  The  usual  cards  and  leaflets  have  been 
given  out  to  mothers  with  babies  under  12  months  old. 

(5)  Eight  births  not  notified,  and  several  others  came  in  late.  This 
makes  it  impossible  for  me  to  commence  my  duties  where  the  doctor 
or  midwife  finish,  which  is  of  very  great  importance. 

(6)  Six  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified.  These  I have 
attended  and  nursed  under  the  instructions  of  their  respective  doctors. 
I am  very  pleased  to  say  that  all  the  6 cases  were  brought  to  a successful 
finish.  Total  number  of  attendances  required,  232. 
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(7)  One  case  of  puerperal  fever.  This  case  I nursed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  doctor,  and  this  case  was  brought  to  a successful  end. 
Number  of  attendances,  18. 

(8)  Tuberculosis  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitor,  198.

During  the  year  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notilied  was 
114  : — Scarlet  fever  83,  diphtheria  15,  erysipelas  7,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  6,  enteric  fever  1,  puerperal  fever  1,  acute  poliomyelitis  1, 
equal  to  a rate  of  frq  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

This  is  the  highest  number  notified  during  the  past  10  years. 

The  cases  taken  to  hospital  were  13  scarlet  fever,  1 diphtheria,  and 
1 enteric  fever.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  the  highest  for 
many  years.  Of  the  83  cases,  56  were  notified  in  the  latter  half  of  the 
year.  The  disease  was  chiefly  of  a mild  type,  and  was  not  confined  to 
any  particular  district  or  school.  Owing  to  the  mild  character  of  the 
disease,  possibly  many  children  who  were  affected  with  sore  throats 
were  really  suffering  from  a mild  form  of  scarlet  fever,  but  no  medical 
man  being  called  in,  such  cases  are  not  notified,  and  as  no  steps  are 
taken  to  isolate  such  cases,  it  is  possible  for  this  to  be  a means  of 
spreading  infection. 


Diphtheria. — We  were  not  able  to  trace  any  source  of  infection  in 
these  cases.  They  were  spread  over  the  district  and  notified  at  various 
periods  of  the  year.  Medical  men  practicing  in  the  district  are  supplied 
with  swabs  for  bacteriological  examinations  of  throat  specimens,  but  this 
is  not  taken  full  advantage  of,  only  7 specimens  being  examined,  4 
giving  positive  results  and  3 negative.  Phials  of  anti-diphtheritic  serum 
are  supplied  free. 

Enteric  Fever. — We  were  not  able  to  trace  the  source  of  infection 
in  this  case.  The  patient,  an  adult  male,  was  removed  to  hospital  and 
recovered.  Specimens  of  blood  were  taken  from  7 suspected  cases  and 
examined  at  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory,  1 being  positive 
and  6 negative. 

Erysipelas. — Seven  cases  in  5 houses.  No  deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — These  6 cases  were  all  visited  by  the 
Health  Visitor,  the  number  of  visits  paid  being  232.  The  County 
Authorities,  being  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Midwives’ 
Act,  are  notified  of  each  case. 
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Puerperal  Fever. — The  case  notified  recovered.  This  case  was 
also  notified  to  the  County  Authorities.  When  1 lie  patient  recovered, 
the  room,  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  were  disinfected. 

Measles. — This  disease  not  being  notifiable  we  have  no  definite 
knowledge  of  the  number,  but  there  was  no  epidemic.  I here  were  2 
deaths. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — Fourteen  deaths  occurred  in  the 
district,  5 being  infants  under  1 year.  It  is  significant  that  the  prevalence 
of  diarrhoea  coincides  with  the  fly  period,  June  to  October,  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  keep  down  these  pests.  Accumulations  of 
refuse  in  the  neighbourhood  of  dwellings  are  a danger  to  health.  Such 
provide  breeding  grounds  for  flies,  and  are  otherwise  open  to  serious 
objection.  It  is  essential  to  the  health  of  a district  that  there  should  be 
arrangements  for  the  efficient  and  frequent  removal  of  house,  stable, 
pigsty,  and  street  refuse,  and  the  contents  of  privies  and  other  closets  on 
the  conservancy  system,  and  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  excrement 
under  sanitary  conditions. 

In  August  handbills  were  distributed  to  each  house  in  the  district, 
calling  attention  to  these  matters  and  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  and 
feeding  of  infants. 

Whooping  Cough. — No  deaths  from  this  disease  were  registered. 
The  disease  is  not  notifiable,  and  we  have  no  definite  knowdedge  of  the 
number  of  cases. 

Methods  of  Dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

On  receipt  of  a notification  the  house  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  particulars  as  to  character  of  house,  number  of  occupants, 
schools  attended  by  children,  milk  supply,  &c.,  are  obtained,  and  any 
possible  source  of  infection  is  thoroughly  investigated.  If  school  children 
are  concerned,  the  headmaster  of  the  school  attended  is  at  once  notified, 
and  children  from  the  house  are  not  allowed  to  attend  school.  Isolation 
of  the  patient  is  insisted  upon,  and  if  this  cannot  be  satisfactorily  carried 
out  at  home,  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  patient  is 
removed  to  the  Westhulme  Isolation  Hospital,  Oldham. 

Printed  instructions  as  to  methods  of  isolation,  &c.,  are  left  at  the 
house.  Izal  fluid  and  soap  are  supplied  free  of  charge.  Houses  where 
cases  are  being  treated  at  home  are  kept  under  observation  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  during  the  year  253  visits  were  paid  to  such 
houses. 


As  soon  as  the  patient  is  certified  as  being  no  longer  infectious,  the 
infected  room  or  rooms  are  fumigated  with  formaldehyde  vapour,  and  the 
walls  sprayed  with  formalide,  and  papered  rooms  are  required  to  be 
stripped  and  the  walls  washed  down.  Bedding  is  removed  for  disinfection 
by  steam  in  the  Oldham  Corporation  Disinfector. 

Any  nuisances  and  defects  at  infected  houses  are  noted  and  dealt 
with. 

In  cases  of  enteric  fever,  special  sanitary  receptacles  are  provided, 
and  the  contents  disposed  of  by  the  sanitary  authority.

The  following  schools  were  disinfected,  and  closets,  drains,  and 
gullies  flushed  during  the  Midsummer  holidays  : — Oldham  Road  Council 
School,  Mather  Street  Council  School,  Old  Wrigley  Head  Council 
School,  Holy  Trinity  School,  and  St.  Mary’s  School.  Permission  was 
not  given  for  the  disinfection  of  St.  John’s  School. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  in  the  district,  and  I would  suggest  to 
the  Council  the  advisability  of  such  apparatus  being  provided,  so  that  all 
bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  from  infected  houses  may  be  thoroughly 
disinfected. 

In  most  cases  home  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  such  as 
scarlet  fever  cannot  be  termed  satisfactory.  Though  the'patient  may  be 
put  in  one  room,  this  is  generally  opposite  others,  and  there  is  no 
guarantee  that  other  members  of  the  family,  neighbours,  relatives,  &c., 
do  not  go  into  the  room.  The  mother  is  usually  the  person  in  attendance 
upon  the  patient,  and  in  addition  has  to  look  after  the  household,  and  is 
constantly  in  and  out  of  the  sickroom.  Removal  to  hospital  is  advisable 
as  being  the  proper  method  of  isolation  and  treatment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Further  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  came  into 
operation  on  February  1st,  1913.  These  provide  that  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  must  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  whereas 
the  previous  regulations  had  reference  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  only. 
Notifications  have  to  be  made  by  private  Medical  Practitioners,  Medical 
Officers  of  Poor  Law  Institutions  and  Hospitals,  Medical  Officers  of 
Dispensaries  and  Sanatoria,  and  School  Medical  Inspectors,  and  it  is 
possible  to  receive  more  than  one  notification  of  the  same  case. 
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During1  the  year  83  notifications  were  received,  60  being  primary

These  notifications  refer  to  60  cases  of  tuberculosis,  36  being 
pulmonary  and  24  non-pulmonary. 

The  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district 
were  24,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  x '46  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Eighteen  of  the  deaths  were  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  6 from 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.

The  following  were  the  places  to  which  the  treated  cases  were 
sent  : — Bowden  Sanatorium  ; Meathop  Sanatorium,  Grange-over-Sands  ; 
Bulls  Hill  Sanatorium,  Darwen  ; Manchester  Consumption  Hospital  ; 
Gartside  Street  Dispensary  ; Booth  Hall  Infirmary,  Blackley  ; Royal 
Infirmary,  Manchester  ; Oldham  Infirmary  ; Ancoats  Hospital  ; Man- 
chester Northern  Hospital  ; Manchester  and  Salford  Hospital  for  Skin 
Diseases. 


We  have  no  sanatorium  in  the  district,  nor  do  we  financially 
support  any  outside  sanatorium.  The  County  Council  are  organising 
the  work  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  cases. 

The  Health  Visitor  makes  enquiries  at  every  house  where  cases  are 
notified  and  gives  advice.  Leaflets  are  left,  and,  where  necessary,  sputum 
flasks  and  disinfectants  are  supplied.  The  majority  of  these  cases  are 
kept  under  periodic  observation,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  was  198. 
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In  addition  to  keeping-  an  official  register  of  notified  cases,  we 
endeavour  as  far  as  possible  to  record  full  notes  as  regards  progress. 

In  regard  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  where  the  person  died  in  the 
district,  the  rooms  and  bedding  have  been  disinfected  ; and  also  in  cases 
of  removal  to  other  premises,  or  where  the  patient  has  gone  to  a 
sanatorium,  disinfection  is  carried  out. 

On  December  31st,  1913,  there  remained  on  the  register  (including 
cases  notified  in  previous  years)  84  cases  of  tuberculosis,  being  62 
pulmonary  and  22  non-pulmonary.

Twelve  specimens  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  2 gave  a positive 
result  and  10  negative. 

HOUSING. 

The  district  is  a fairly  open  one,  and  there  is  no  extensive  slum  area 
or  congestion  of  property,  though  there  is  much  old  property.  Houses 
are  generally  built  of  brick,  and  in  the  older  type  have  large  common 
yards  at  the  rear.  There  are  no  back  to  back  houses,  but  a few  have  no 
back  doors.  A feature  of  the  older  houses  is  the  unpaved  area  around 
same  and  fixed  windows. 

There  are  no  houses  let  in  lodgings  or  cellar  dwellings. 

A survey  of  the  district  in  December  found  31  unoccupied  houses,  6 
of  which  could  be  classed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  these, 
together  with  4 adjoining,  are  now  being  demolished,  and  20  houses  are 
to  be  erected  on  the  site.  There  would  appear  to  be  a difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  houses.

The  class  of  houses  now  being  built  are  mainly  5-roomed  tenements, 
provided  with  bath,  water  closet,  and  movable  ashbin.  Front  streets  are 
made  36  feet  wide,  and  back  passages  10  feet  in  addition  to  backyards.

Taking  the  basis  adopted  in  the  census  returns,  viz.,  more  than  2 
persons  to  a room,  the  above  figures  do  not  show  that  there  is  any  over- 
crowding. 
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The  inspection  of  houses  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  lias  been  proceeded  with 
during  the  year.  151  of  the  older  houses  were  scheduled  for  inspection 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  the  inspecting  officer  under  the  Act, 
but  he  was  only  able  to  inspect  69.  The  houses  scheduled  are  situated 
in  Wrigley  Head,  Wickentree  Lane,  Hill  Street,  Sack  Street,  Hartley 
Street,  Lees  Street,  Field  Street,  Booth  Street,  Allen  Street,  Green 
Street,  Fildes  Street,  Cemetery  Road,  and  Ashton  Road  West.  The 
houses  inspected  are  situate  in  Ashton  Road  West,  Cemetery  Road, 
Green  Street,  Field  Street,  and  Booth  Street.

The  inspection  has  revealed  many  defects  and  nuisances  which 
should  be  remedied,  such  as  leaky  roofs,  damp  walls  and  floors, 
insufficient  means  of  ventilation,  unpaved  surfaces,  dirty  walls  and 
ceilings,  no  proper  provision  for  food  storage,  &c.  Reference  to  the 
Inspector’s  Report  will  show  a summary  of  the  defects  found.  This  work 
is  most  important,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Local  Authority  to  cause  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  houses  in  the  district  to  be  made,  and  I would 
suggest  that  extra  assistance  be  provided  in  this  department  so  that  the 
work  can  be  pressed  forward. 


FOOD. 

The  class  of  meat  and  foodstuffs  sold  in  the  district  appears  to  be  of 
good  quality.  No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the 
year.

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Cowsheds. — There  are  17  cowsheds  at  13  premises,  and  the 
approximate  number  of  cows  kept  is  150.  I inspected  the  cowsheds  in 
company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  some  instances  there  are 
defects  that  should  be  remedied,  notably  bad  floors  and  walls,  insufficient 
means  of  lighting'  and  ventilation,  bad  yard  surfaces,  means  for  disposal 
of  manure,  and  these  will  be  dealt  with  during  1914.  It  is  necessary  for 
the  health  of  the  cows  and  the  production  of  a clean  and  wholesome  milk 
supply  that  cattle  should  be  housed  and  kept  under  clean  and  wholesome 
conditions. 


Dairy. — There  is  only  1 dairy  in  the  district — that  of  the  Fails- 
worth  Industrial  Co-operative  Society— where  a full  refrigerating  plant  is 
installed,  and  the  milk  is  chilled  by  a patent  process. 

Milk  Shops. — There  are  18  of  these  premises  in  the  district,  which 
were  all  inspected.  Milk  is  kept  under  suitable  conditions  and  the 
vessels  clean.  The  18  shops  are  : —

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Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  7 licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district,  but  with  the  exception  of  the  Failsworth  Industrial  Society’s 
premises,  slaughtering  is  not  carried  on  to  any  extent.  No  unsound  food 
or  meat  was  found  exposed  for  sale.  There  are  a number  of  shops  in  the 
district  where  chilled  or  frozen  meat  is  sold,  and  the  consumption  of  this 
meat  appears  to  be  on  the  increase. 

Offensive  Trades. — These  consist  of  a tannery  and  two  tripe 
boiling  premises.  All  have  been  in  existence  a considerable  time.  No 
complaints  were  received,  and  the  businesses  are  carried  on  so  as  to  be 
free  from  nuisance. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  51  premises  in  the  district  classed  as  factories,  principally 
cotton  spinning  and  manufacturing.  The  Factory  Inspectors  are  required 
to  inform  a Local  Authority  when  they  find  any  nuisance  or  defect  in  a 
factory,  and  during  the  year  4 such  notices  were  received,  each  relating 
to  the  sanitary  condition  of  closets,  which  were  dealt  with. 

The  number  of  workshops  is  55,  which  were  all  inspected.  The

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  much  change  in  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department. 

I took  up  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  June,  1913.  Mr. 
R.  Rutter  commenced  his  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent  in  March,  1913,  and  Nurse  Anderton,  the  Lady  Health 
Visitor,  became  a whole-time  officer  from  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Taken  generally,  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
but  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  a feature 
of  the  year,  though  Failsworth  is  not  alone  in  this  respect,  for  surround- 
ing districts  were  similarly  affected. 

The  extension  of  the  notification  of  tuberculosis  makes  it  compulsory 
for  all  cases  of  this  disease  to  be  notified.  The  Regulations  provide  that 
Local  Authorities  may  provide  medical  or  other  assistance,  and  all  such 
facilities  and  articles  as  may  reasonably  be  required  for  the  detection  of 
tuberculosis,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  and  for  removing 
conditions  favourable  to  infection.  These  Regulations, ‘along  with  the 
measures  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  make  the  steps  that  may 
be  taken  to  combat  this  disease  very  complete. 

The  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  which  came  into  operation  in  March,  1913,  increases  the 
powers  of  the  Council  in  such  matters  as  New  Streets  and  Buildings, 
Infectious  Diseases,  Sanitary  Matters,  &c.,  and  will  be  of  much 
assistance. 

In  November,  the  Local  Government  Board  confirmed  an  Order 
made  by  the  Council,  under  Section  51  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1907,  declaring  the  following  to  be  offensive  trades  in  the 
district,  viz  Blood  drier,  Tanner,  Leather  dresser,  Fat  melter  or  Fat 
extractor,  Glue  maker,  Size  maker,  Gut  scraper,  Dealer  in  Rags  and 
Bones,  Fish  frier,  and  Manufacture  of  Manure  other  than  chemical 
manure.  New  Bye-laws  for  regulating  these  trades  are  under  con- 
sideration. 
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A Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in  October  with 
respect  to  the  purchase  by  the  Council  of  a plot  ol  land  and  i i cottages 
at  VVrigley  Head  as  a site  for  the  erection  ot  Public  Baths  and  a Refuse 
Destructor.  Sanction  to  the  borrowing  of  the  necessary  Loans  to  enable 
the  purchase  to  be  completed  was  duly  given. 

The  inspection  of  houses  and  the  remedying  ot  nuisances  and  defects 
is  a matter  that  is  being  increasingly  pressed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  it  is  work  that  should  be  facilitated. 

Some  principal  sanitary  improvements  of  the  district  required,  are  : 

Abolition  of  privies  and  pails,  and  the  provision  ot  clean-water 
closets. 

Provision  of  a Refuse  Destructor  and  Steam  Disinfector. 

Provision  of  Public  Baths. 

Making-up  of  private  streets  and  passages  and  the  paving  ot  yards. 

Tables  referring  to  Vital  Statistics,  Infectious  Diseases,  and 
Infantile  Mortality  are  appended. 

In  conclusion,  1 beg  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  ot  the 
Health  Department  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  to 
other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  help  rendered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  CLEANSING 
SUPERINTENDENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1913. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a Report  on  the  work  carried  out 
in  my  Department  during  the  past  year. 

With  new  Acts  of  Parliament,  Orders,  and  Regulations  appertaining 
to  Public  Health,  and  the  greater  interest  given  by  the  public  to  sanita- 
tion, &c.,  the  duties  of  Health  Officers  have  greatly  increased  in  recent 
years.  The  duties  of  a Sanitary  Inspector  are  prescribed  by  the  Order 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  December  13th,  1910,  and  embrace 
a large  sphere  of  activity,  such  as  the  systematic  inspection  of  the 
district  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  house-to-house  inspections, 
inspection  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  kept,  taking  samples 
of  food  and  drugs,  inspection  of  cowsheds,  milkshops,  slaughter  houses, 
factories,  workshops,  canal  boats,  investigation  of  infectious  diseases, 
supervision  of  works  to  remedy  nuisances,  &c.  The  supervision  of  the 
Cleansing  Department  in  many  towns  is  also  part  of  an  Inspector’s 
duties. 

In  addition  there  is  the  usual  office  routine,  including  the  keeping  of 
proper  books  and  records,  drafting  notices,  correspondence,  interviewing 
owners,  agents,  builders,  &c.,  and  the  labour  entailed  in  this  work  cannot 
be  easily  shown  on  paper,  nor  can  its  monetary  value  be  readily  com- 
puted. Much  of  the  work  is  of  a nature  that  cannot  be  exactly  tabulated 
or  set  down  under  any  particular  heading,  nevertheless  it  has  much  to  do 
with  the  reduction  of  disease,  promotion  of  comfort,  and  general  healthi- 
ness of  a town. 

I took  up  my  duties  in  Failsworth  on  March  18th,  1913.

Nineteen  statutory  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance,  and  one  firm  w?as  summoned  before  the  Magistrates,  and  an 
Order  to  abate  obtained. 

When  an  observation  of  any  chimney  is  taken,  a summary  of  the 
result  in  all  cases  is  forw'arded  to  the  firm  concerned  the  same  day. 
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Observations  are  taken  of  31  chimneys  which  serve  75  boilers,  71 
boilers  being  tired  bv  hand  and  4 by  mechanical  apparatus — 3 boilers 
being  supplied  with  the  latter  during  the  year.  Some  41  boilers  are 
fitted  with  smoke-preventing  appliances.  In  5 instances  large  mirrors 
are  fixed  to  enable  the  stoker  to  see  the  top  of  the  chimney  from  the 
boiler  front. 

Firing  of  Dwei.i.ing-house  Chimneys. — Fifteen  cases  of  chimney 
firing  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council,  and  each  case  was  sum- 
moned before  the  Magistrates. 

House-to-House  Inspections.  — In  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  1 prepared  a list 
of  151  of  the  older  houses  in  the  town  for  inspection,  but  owing  to  the 
stress  of  general  work  in  the  Department  1 was  only  able  to  examine  69. 

I obtained  proper  forms,  as  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  for  the  keeping  of  the  necessary  records  prescribed  by  the  said 
Regulations. 

The  Regulations  provide  for  a thorough  inspection  to  be  carried  out 
from  time  to  time,  and  these  records  will  in  the  future  form  a valuable 
register,  and  will  eventually  include  every  house  in  the  district. 

This  work  is  extremely  important,  and  is  a means  whereby  conditions 
likely  to  be  dangerous  and  injurious  to  health,  and  houses  that  may  be  in 
such  a state  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  are  brought  to  light. 
Such  inspections  invariably  reveal  a large  number  of  nuisances  and 
defects  which  can  and  should  be  remedied. 

Ot  the  69  houses  inspected  during  the  year,  3 were  found  to  be  in 
such  a state  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  a Closing  Order  was 
made  in  each  case.

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The  public  buildings  include  Churches,  Chapels,  Schools,  Picture 
Palaces,  Council  Offices,  & c. 

The  factories  and  workshops  are  those  separate  from  dwelling- 
houses.  Many  small  workshops  are  in  connection  with  dwellings,  and 
use  the  same  conveniences. 

The  majority  of  the  covered  ashpits  and  middens  have  a large  open- 
ing without  door,  exposed  to  back  passages  or  common  yards.  During 
the  emptying  of  all  ashpits  and  middens  the  contents  have  to  be  thrown 
out  on  to  the  surfaces  of  back  passages  or  common  yards,  and  in  many 
instances  have  to  be  wheeled  in  barrows  to  the  cart  in  public  streets. 

Uncovered  and  insanitary  middens  and  ashpits  can  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  the  portable  receptacles  are  wood 
boxes.  These  can  hardly  be  classed  as  sanitary  receptacles  owing  to  the 
nature  of  the  material,  and  have  not  a long  life,  and  soon  become  defec- 
tive, due  to  standing  on  wet  yard  surfaces,  exposure  to  rain,  and  deposit 
therein  of  wet  refuse  and  hot  ashes.  Metal  ashbins  are  more  sanitary, 
and  during  the  year  I was  able  to  obtain  the  provision  of  155  metal  ash- 
bins  in  place  of  wood  boxes. 

Closet  Conversions. — With  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  which  came  into  operation  in  the  district  in 
March,  1913,  the  Council  are  enabled  to  force  the  pace  with  respect  to 
the  conversion  of  pail  and  privy  closets.  During  the  year  notices  were 
served  under  this  Act  for  the  conversion  of  63  pail  closets  and  88  privy 
closets  to  fresh  water-closets.  On  the  owners  making  default  in  comply- 
ing with  the  notices,  the  Council  accepted  a Contract  for  the  carrying-out 
of  the  work,  which  was  put  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Section  39 
of  the  Act  provides  for  the  alteration  of  existing  closet  accommodation, 
so  as  to  be  converted  to  the  water-carriage  system.  The  existing  closet 
may  be  a considerable  distance  from  a dwelling-house,  or  the  structure 
not  exactly  suitable  for  a conversion,  and  to  make  a satisfactory  improve- 
ment it  is  desirable  to  reconstruct  the  closet  against  the  house,  but  it 
would  appear  that  if  action  is  taken  under  the  Act  only  the  existing 
closet  can  be  converted.  Also  in  case  of  a privy  midden  no  reference  is 
made  in  the  Section  to  the  midden  or  ashpit,  and  the  abolition  of  these 
receptacles  and  the  provision  of  portable  metal  ashbins  cannot  be  required 
under  this  Act.  This  is  unsatisfactory,  for  middens  and  ashpits  should 
be  abolished  to  complete  the  conversion  and  obtain  a proper  sanitary 
improvement. 


For  ow  ners  to  receive  any  help  the  Council  must  carry  out  the  wm  k 
on  their  default,  as  a direct  contribution  cannot  be  made. 

The  best  improvement  in  most  cases  would  be  to  demolish  the 
existing1  closet  chamber  and  reconstruct  a new  chamber,  and  a decision 
on  what  may  be  included  in  the  word  “ altered  ” would  be  useful. 

The  conversions  enumerated  in  the  list  o!  nuisances  were  carried  out 
by  the  owners  at  their  own  cost. 

Slaughter  Houses.  — During  t he  year  2 premises  formerly  used  as 
slaughter  houses  have  been  given  up  for  this  purpose  and  the  licenses 
surrendered.  The  number  of  licensed  premises  in  the  district  now 
being  7. 

During  the  inspections  no  unsound  or  diseased  meat  was  found. 
With  one  exception  slaughtering  is  not  carried  on  on  a large  scale.  1 he 
premises  are  invariably  kept  clean.  In  3 instances  notices  were  served 
on  the  occupiers  to  line  the  walls  with  hard  impervious  material,  and 
repair  the  floors,  and  the  necessary  work  in  each  case  was  carried  out. 

Offensive  Trades. — These  consist  of  2 tripe-boiling  premises  and 
1 tannery,  and  as  far  as  possible  they  are  kept  in  a clean  condition,  and 
so  as  to  be  free  from  nuisances.  Notice  was  served  on  the  occupiers  ot 
the  tannery  to  abate  a nuisance  caused  by  the  deposit  of  refuse  from  the 
cart  while  passing  along  the  streets,  after  which  no  further  complaints 
were  received.  Notice  was  also  served  on  the  occupier  of  1 tripe-boiling 
place  to  line  the  walls  with  impervious  material,  repair  the  floors,  and 
abolish  a foul  hood,  the  necessary  work  being  carried  out. 

Cowsheds. — The  whole  of  the  cowsheds  were  visited,  the  number 
being  17.  There  is  need  for  improvement  in  some  cases  with  regard  to 
means  of  lighting  and  ventilation,  construction  of  floors  and  drainage, 
and  method  of  storing  the  manure.  Under  the  Regulations  adopted  by 
the  Council  in  1897,  the  Council  can  require  the  various  defects  to  be 
remedied. 

Milk,  forming  as  it  does  such  a large  part  of  our  food  supply,  and 
being  the  staple  food  of  infants  and  invalids,  it  is  essential  that  it  be 
produced  and  distributed  under  the  most  hygienic  conditions. 

The  question  of  tuberculous  milk  is  one  deserving  of  much  attention, 
and  a Royal  Commission,  which  has  been  considering  the  matter  for 
some  years,  stated  in  their  final  report  in  1911  that  bovine  tuberculosis 
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is  transmissible  to  man,  therefore  the  risk  is  great,  and  I venture  to 
suggest  to  the  Council  that  the  dairy  cows  in  the  district  be  periodically 
examined  by  a veterinary  inspector,  which  is  done  in  many  towns. 

Horse  Ambulance. — The  number  of  calls  for  the  Ambulance  was 
47  —for  private  cases  28,  and  accidents  19. 

Nichtsoil  and  Refuse  Removal. — The  following  particulars  of 
refuse  removal  for  the  year  are  given  on  similar  lines  to  previous  years, 
but  for  most  of  the  year  the  3 teams  were  worked  under  a changed 
method  : —
